POST IN FRENGH 
RADICAL CABINE! 


Acceptance of Former 
Premier Throws an En- 
tirely Different Light 
on Political Situation. 


Paris, October 27.—(#)—Edouard 
Daladier announced tonight that 
Aristide Briand, 11 times premier of 
France, had accepted the post of min- 
ister of foreign affairs in the govern- 
'ment Daladier is organizing. 

Daladie: oted M. Briand as say- 
ing “I acc: 9 collaboration in the gov- 
ernment u~.ion with so much the more

stitute a government of the lefts with- 
out success.” 

Politicians said Briand’s’ accept- 
ance threw an entirely different light 
on the political situation. The suc- 
cess of Daladier is regarded tonight 
as very likely even by his bitterest op- 
ponents. Politicians considered par- 
ticipation of the socialist in the Dala- 
dier government a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

Daladier first announced Briand’s 
acceptance to a conference of mem- 
bers of the radical party in the cham- 
ber today. No_ corroboration was 
available from Briand tonight. Dala- 
dier’s supporters expected that 
Briand’s acceptance would bring from 
50 to 60 votes from the moderate 
groups in parliament. Those votes 
added to 124 radicals and 101 social- 
ists would give Daladier a workable, 
if slim, majority. 

The national council of the social- 
ist party which meets tomorrew is 
expected to confirm permission for the 
socialist deputies to enter the Dala- 
dier cabinet. Daladier, it was believ- 
ed, probably would be ready to an- 
nounce his cabinet late Tuesday or 
early Wednesday. He probably will 
appear before the chamber Thurs- 
day.

AMERICAN WINS LICENSE FOR RIVIERA CASING s 


In World To 


Open Sunday 


_Nice, France, October 27.—( United 
News.)—Frank Jay Gould announced 
to the United News today that he had 
won his two-year fight to obtain from 
the French government a gambling 
license which will enable him to open 
his $4,000,000 casino overlooking the 
Mediterranean here. He is pushing 
plans to open the palace to the public 
next Sunday. 

The palace is described as the most 
pretentious in Europe. It occupies 
two acres of ground and is ten times 
larger than the casino at Monte Carlo. 
Right hundred sixty tons of marble 
were used in its construction. The 
marble-walled gambling room contains 
42 tables with seats for 600 players. 
Five hundred employes, including man- 
agers, croupiers, cashiers, waiters and 
doormen are required to operate the 
gambling palace. 

Has Famous Doorman. 

To guard against the admission of 
undesirables, Gould has engaged Mon- 
sieur Barthou, the most famous door- 
man on the Riviera. Barthou is wide- 
ly known as “the man with the photo- 
graphic mind.” He is said never to 
forget a face. His mind photographs 
the appearance of every person as he 


stands at the door admitting guests. 

The immense casino, which Gould 
describes as “a place the Caesars could 
not have built,” was announced early 
in 1926 by Gould, who has lived in 
France for years and bought up a 
number of large hotels and resorts on 
the Riviera.

Show Gain 


During Week of Activity 


New Orleans, October O7 —(P)— 
The past week has been a period of 
much activity in the cotton market. 


Not only has trading been brisk, but 
price fluctuations have been wide and 
frequent, although final results have 
not been very considerable as the 
closing price for December contracts 
on Saturday, 18.17, was only 31} 
points net higher than the close of 
the preceding Saturday, a net appre- 
ciation in price a shade over $1.50 a 
hale. 

The high points of the week were 
reached on Tuesday following the an- 
_nouncement that farm loan board was 
prepared to lend up to 16 cents a 
pound on cotton to assist in the or- 
derly marketing of the crop. As this 
amount of a maximum loan was about 
equivalent to the full value of cotton 
jn the interior, traders assumed that 
the natural effect would be to encour- 
age prodtcers to hold their crops for’ 
higher prices. 

On this assumption there was con- 
siderable trade buying and some spec- | 
ulation as well as the market ruled

fairly steady at the advance nntil 
Thursday when the market broke bad- 
ly on the heavy decline in stocks and 
grain reaching levels 75 points under 
the highs of Tuesday. 

On this break heavy trade buying 
developed and when shorts sought 
to cover they found contracts scarce 
and prices rallied almost as sharply 
‘as they had declined.
